The Vienna Prizes. 
The complete list of awards to American 
exhibitors at the Vienna Exposition has at 
length been received, and 359 prizes have, it 
appears, been won by oar representatives, the 
total number of whom, according to the latest 
information, was 922. 
It seems, therefore, 
that but a little over a third of all present, in­ 
cluding 
those 
not 
competing, 
received 
distinctions. 
Out of 412 grand diplomas of 
honor, the highest award, America has taken 
eight; four of these go to the group of Edu 
cation, and are given 
respectively to the 
Smithsonian Institution, tho National Bureau 
of Education, the State of Massachusetts, and 
tho city of Boston. 
The remainder are won 
bv S. S. White of Philadelphia for artiticin! 
teeth, W. A. Wood, Hoosac Fails, N. Y'., for 
mowing and reaping machines, William Se! 
lore A Co., Philadelphia, for puddling fuma 
ces and tools, and Cerites for i>erfection of 
steam engines. 
The latter gentleman was 
not an exhibitor, although his improvements 
appeared on largo numbers of both American 
and foreign engines, and consequently there 
is considerable dissatisfaction expressed by 
other persons who went to the expense of com 
poling bat failed to gain the diploma. 
The medal for merit was awarded to 155 ex 
hibitors. 
It seems that there was no compar! 
son ins’i uted between like articles in the de 
partment.s of different nations, and that the 
premium simply means that a meritorious 
display has been made. 
One is as good as 
another, so that inventions of real value and 
excellence, exhibited by originators and man 
lecturers, gain [no higher distinction than 
articles of much less importance contrihu 
ted through dealers and commission mer 
chants. 
Tho medals for progress number 57. 
This 
distinction is given for valuable designs or in­ 
ventions made since the Paris Exposition of 
1867. 
It may be fairly considered as a higher 
prize than the medal of merit. 
It has been 
awarded for chromos, photographs, several 
agricultural machines, tho sand blast, and to 
the Remington, Howe, Wilton, Singer, Wheel­ 
er A Wilson, Secor, and Weed sewing ma 
chines; besides other articles, of which, for 
lack of space, we are obliged to omit men- 
tion. 
The medal for good taste was designed for 
artists who do not compete for the progress 
or merit medals. 
Four hare been awarded to 
Americans, two of them being to 
artists 
(Biers!adt and Healy)g and, strange to say, 
two to makers of artificial teeth, which is 
probably a mistake in the published list. 
The cooperative medal, given to assis­ 
tants for producing meritorious articles of 
work, has l»eeu %conferretl u|*on 19 persons. 
Three arc awarded for lain* on the Wilson 
Sewing machine, two for the Wheeler St Wil­ 
son, three for the Singer, three for the Howe, 
and one for the Weed. 
Honorable mention (or the diploma of re­ 
cognition,as it is termed) Has been made of i 16 
individual exhibitors, and a Do of ten cities for 
school reports. 
In the absence of the particulars regarding 
the number of awards gained by other coun­ 
tries, it is hardly possible to estimatcthe rela­ 
tive proportion of prizes taken by American*. 
It appears, however, that thceomparUon can- i 
not be much iii our favor, for it is stated that 
over 30,000 medals aud diplomas were grant­ 
ed, and that the mere list tilled a quarto vol­ 
ume of 529 page*. 
Tile only nward of any 
real value is the diploma of honor, for the 
medals indicate no particular excellence.— 
Our sewing machines, known to be the best in 
the world, gained no higher distinction than 
the awkwardest imitations from English an i 
German factories. 


The description of the ceremony of presen­ 
tation of medals characterizes it as au ex­ 
tremely stupid and tcdionsaltair. 
The Empe­ 
ror was not present, aud tho awards, which 
it was supposed would tic conferred by Inin hi 
l>erson upon distinguished inventors and oth­ 
ers. wore read from a list in the hands of Ba­ 
ron Senlmrn.—Scientific American.

The Vienna Prizes. 
The complete list of awards to American 
exhibitors at the Vienna Exposition has at 
length been received, and 859 prizes have, it 
appears, been won by our representatives, the 
total number of whom, according to the latest 
Information, was 922. 
It seems, therefore, 
that but a little over a third of all present, in 
eluding 
those 
not 
competing, 
received 
distinctions. Out of 412 grand diplomas of 
honor, the highest award, America has taken 
eight; four of these go to the group of Edu­ 
cation, and are given respectively to the 
Smithsonian Institution, the National Bureau 
of Education, the State of Massachusetts, and 
the city of Boston. The remainder are won 
by S. S. White of Philadelphia for artificial 
teeth, W. A. Wood, Hoosac Falls, N. Y., for 
mowing and reaping machines, William Sel 
lera & Co., Philadelphia, for puddling furna­ 
ces and tools, and Corliss for perfection of 
steam engines. 
The latter gentleman was 
not an exhibitor, although his improvements 
appeared on large numbers of both American 
and foreign engines, and consequently there 
is considerable dissatisfaction expressed by 
other persons who went to the expense of com 
peting but failed to gain the diploma. 
The medal for merit was awarded to 155 ex 
hibitora. 
It seem3 that there was no compari­ 
son insti uted between like articles in the de­ 
partments of diilerent nations, and that the 
premium simply means that a meritorious 
display ha3 been made. 
One is as good as 
another, so that inventions of real value and 
excellence, exhibited by originatora and man­ 
ufacturers, gain [no higher distinction than 
articles of much less importance contribu­ 
ted through dealers and commission mer­ 
chants. 
The medals for progress number 57. 
This 
distinction is '..iven for valuable designs or in­ 
ventions made since the Paris Exposition of 
1867. 
It may be fairly considered as a higher 
prize Ilian the medal of merit. 
It has been 
awarded for ehromos, photographs, several 
agricultural machines, the sand blast, and to 
the Remington, Howe, Wilson, Singer, Wheel­ 
er <fc Wilson, Secor, and Weed sewing ma­ 
chines; besides other articles, of which, for 
lack of space, we are obliged to omit men­ 
tion. 
The medal for good taste was designed for 
artists who do not compete for the progress 
or merit medals. 
Four have been awarded to 
Americans, two of them being to artists 
(Bierstadt and IlealyV; and, strange to say, 
two to makers of artificial teeth, which is 
probably a mistake in the published list. 
The cooperative medal, given to assis­ 
tants for producing meritorious articles of 
work, has been ^conferred upon 19 persons. 
Three arc awarded for labor on the Wilson 
Sewing machine, two for the Wheeler & Wil­ 
son, three for the Singer, three for the Howe, 
and one for the Weed. 
Honorable mention (or the diploma of re­ 
cognition,as it is termed) nas been made of 116 
individual exhibitors, and also of ten cities for 
school reports. 
In the absence of the particulars regarding 
the number of awards gained by other coun­ 
tries, it is hardly possible to estimate the rela­ 
tive proportion of prizes taken by Americans. 
It appears, however, that thecomparlsou can­ 
not be much in our favor, for it is stated that 
over 30,000 medals and diplomas were grant­ 
ed, and that the mere list tilled a quarto vol­ 
ume of 529 page’. 
The only award of any 
real value is the diploma of honor, for the 
medals indicate no particular excellence.— 
Our sewing machines, known to be the best in 
the world, gained no higher distinction than 
the awkwarde3t imitations from English and 
German factories. 
The description of the ceremony of presen­ 
tation of medals characterizes it as an ex­ 
tremely stupid and tedious aflair. The Empe­ 
ror was not present, and the awards, which 
it was supposed would be conferred by him hi 
person upon distinguished inventora and oth­ 
ers, were read from a list in the hands of Ba­ 
ron Senborn.— Scientific American.

Ou the 3d of June they sighted Caja* York aud 
on the 22J of the same month were flicked 
up by Hie Ravenscraig. 
Mr. Chester, first 
mate, is regarded as the one w ho did the most 
to save the party and the rescued men speak 
iii tin* highest terms of hi* exertion*. 
They 
also say that Captain Hull enjoyed the confi­ 
dence of every one anti bis death, which was 
unexpected, was deplored by all on board the 
Polaris.

but women and children, the robbers, owing 
to the bungling management of the chase, 
having learned of the approach of their pur­ 
suers and decain|>cd. 
Tire women pretended 
to tie very much frightened, anti denied that 
the robbers batt been iii the vicinity, while 
the vigilantes, chagrined at their bad luck, 
turned homeward, stacked arms, put their six- 
shooters in their pocket* and gave up the 
chase, the only trophies of their hunt tieing 
a telegraph in*tt uncut belonging to the leader 
of the robbers, and a borne of another member 
of the gang, which they found ou the way. 
Tiii* gung of outlaws comprises six men, 
mid their criminal record dales back as far as 
1867, but, though they have done little else 
than murder and pillage, none of (hem have 
ever laten captured er wounded. 
The leader 
is Arthur I*. McCoy, who is about 33 years 
old, a giant in stature, and brave as a lion. 
He wa* formerly a St. Louis painter but dur­ 
ing the war a confederate bushwhacker of the 
most desperate type. 
He bas bad a hand In 
every bauk robbery of consequence in Missouri, 
and ha* worked in Kentucky mid oilier south­ 
ern states. 
He is called Hie deadliest pistol 
shot in America on horseback, ami bis skill 
bas often saved his neck. 
A t Gallatin, Mo., 
once, while being pursued, with his horse at 
full speed, he shot a citizen in the forehead, 
60 yards to hi* right, aud turning, fired over 
bis left shoulder and put a ball through the 
brain of un unfortunate vigilante who was 
taking aim ut him from behind a tree fully IIG 
paces distant. 
Hi* borne is in Howard county, 
and once he wa* traced there and his shanty 
surrounded by nine Mien. 
Watching Ute pur­ 
suing party from behind a log, at daylight lie 
made hi* hiding-place known, covered the 
leader of the expedition w ith his deadly Der­ 
ringer, und matte the entire crowd abost lace 
and m ardi by single tile away from the spot. 
The remaining members of 'be gang are two 
James brothers, Jesse und Frank, and three 
Youngers. 
The two Jameses are the clever 
miwebeiw, and to them is assigned the respon­ 
sibility of planning the roblteries. 
During Hie 
war they belonged to Quantrell's command, 
and since its dose they have done nothing but 
rob, 
making hanks sad railroad trains a 
specialty. 
They and their relative* live in 
Ray county, but the I toys have spent the 
greater portion of the last few years In Lafay­ 
ette county. 
They ure about 32 .tears old, 
light-haired and slim built. 
Little is known 
ot the three Youngers except that they reside 
near Johnson City, St. Clair county. 
Two of 
them served with the Jameses under the com­ 
mand of Quantrell, duriug the war, so that 
they, too, received a thorough education in 
guerrilla tactics. 
They have been noted des­ 
peradoes since they were big enough to handle 
a gun, and, like the balance of their associ­ 
ates, are crack shots with either rifle or pis­ 
tol. 
Among Hie stories told of them is oue to 
the effect that afeoce-rail wan torn down and 
planted, end up, ami one of Hie Youngers, 
while riding away from it a: full speed, dis­ 
charged six shots from bis derringer over bis 
shoulder, every one of which Kl ruck the mark. 
Dismounting, he recharged his pistol, anc 
borrowing bis brothers, took one in each 
hand. 
Two apples were thrown in the air at 
the same time, aud before they fell to the 
ground each one of them was split in two by 
a separate shot from each revolver. 
The 
prospect of the speedy capture of this gang of 
outlaws a ppears to bo slender. 
The country 
is billy, affording any number of secure hid­ 
ing-places, aud, having lived there all their 
lives, they are of course thoroughly familiar 
with it, while a good many of the inhabitants 
are either friendly lo them or overawed by 
them.

A STATEMENT OF TIIEIR EXPERIENCE. 
L ondon, Sept. 19.—The steamer Arctic 
brought to Dundee ten members of the Polaris 
expedition, whose names are as follows:— 
Captain Buddington, sailing master; Dr. 
Emil Bessels, chief af the scientific, corps; II. 
C, Chester, first mate; W. Morton, second 
mate; E. Schumanu, chief engineer; A. A. 
Odell, second engineer; W. T. Campbell, fire­ 
man: Henry Ilabby, seaman; N. Hayes, sea­ 
man. 
All are in excellent health. Three 
others were transferred by the Ravenscraig to 
the whaler Intrepid, which is exDCcted to ar­ 
rive at Dundee in two or three weeks. Their 
names are R. W. D. Bryan, astronomer and 
chaplain, J. B. Mauch, seaman, and J. W. 
Booth, fireman. 
After the separation from Tyson and his 
companions,the Polaris was finally abandoned 
in a sinking conditiou by Captain Buddington 
and the remainder of the expedition. The 
party wintered in a life boat at a cove, where 
they built a timber house, which they covered 
with sails. The winter passed without event ex­ 
cept the breaking out of scurvy, which, how­ 
ever, was unattended by severe symptoms. 
Plentiful supplies of walrus liver for food were 
obtained from the natives and to this diet 
is attributed the mildness of the disease. 
In the spring two boats were built of thin 
pine boards taken from the cabin of .the Po­ 
laris. In these the wliola party embarked as 
soon a3 the ice opened and sailed southward. 
On the 3d of June they sighted Cape Y’ork and 
on the 22J of the same month were picked 
up by the Ravenscraig. Mr. Chester, first 
mate, is regarded as the one who did the most 
to save the party ami the rescued men speak 
iu tbe highest terms of his exertions. They 
also say that Captain Hall enjoyed the confi­ 
dence of every one and his death, which was 
unexpected, was deplored by all on board the 
Polaris. 
N ew Y'ork, Sept. 19.—A long dispatch from 
Dundee, Scotland, to the Tribune gives a 
statement in full of the sutlerings of the crew 
of the Polaris, concluding as follows: As to 
the statement that the ship might have aided 
the party on the icc, all agree it was impossi­ 
ble after the Polaris broke adrift to learn even 
the whereabouts of those left behind.

The recent pursuit of the Iowa train robbers 
and the gang of desperadoes who for several 
years have infested the southern counties of 
Iowa aud the northern and western counties 
of Missouri, lias proved fruitless. The pur­ 
suers, comprising a railroad detective, a band 
of eleven picked men, and the Lafayette coun­ 
ty vigilance committee, started on the hunt 
nearly three weeks since, and succeeded in 
tracing the outlaws to J ohnson city, Mo., a 
village in St. Clare county about sixteen miles 
south of Montrose. The pursuing party, after 
halting their teams at Montrose, startl'd for 
tho “ Robbers’ roost,” arriving there in thn 
night. It was the intention not to make any 
demonstration until daylight, but an indis­ 
creet call of one member to “ close up upon 
it” brought matters to a crisis, and the entire 
party advanced with their guns bcariug on 
the doors and windows. No signs of fizht 
were visible, however, and it was soon as­ 
certained that the house contained nothing 
but women and children, the robbers, owing 
to the bungling management of tho chase, 
having learned of the approach of their pur­ 
suers and decamped. Tbe women pretended 
to be very much frightened, and denied that 
the robbers had been in tbe vicinity, while 
tbe vizilantes, chagrined at their bad luck, 
turned homeward, stacked arms, put their six- 
shooters in their pockets and gave up tbe 
chase, the only trophies of their hunt being 
a telegraph instrument bclonzing to tbe leader 
of the robbere, and a horse of another member 
of the gang, which they found on the way. 
This gang of outlaws comprises six men, 
and their crimiual record dates back as far as 
1867, but, though they have done little else 
than murder aud pillage, none of them have 
ever been captured er wounded. The leader 
is Arthur 1’. McCoy, who is about 35 years 
old, a giant in stature, and brave as a lion. 
He was formerly a St. Louis painter but dur­ 
ing the war a confederate bushwhacker of the 
most desperate type. He has had a hand in 
every bank robbery of consequence in Missouri, 
and has worked in Kentucky and oilier south­ 
ern states. He is called the deadliest pistol 
shot in America on horseback, and his skill 
has often saved his neck. At Gallatin, Mo., 
once, while being pursued, with his horse at 
fall speed, he shot a citizen in the forehead, 
60 yards to his right, and turning, fired over 
his left shoulder and put a ball through the 
brain of an unfortunate vigilante who was 
taking aim at him from behind a tree fully 110 
paces distant. His borne is in Howard county, 
and once he was traced there and his shanty 
surrounded by nine men. Watching the pur­ 
suing party from behind a log, at daylight he 
made his hiding-place known, covered the 
leader of the expedition with his deadly Der­ 
ringer, and made the entire crowd about face 
and march by single file away from the spot. 
Tbe remaining members of '.be gang are two 
James brothers, Jesse and Frank, and three 
Youngers. The two Jameses are the clever 
mem here, and to them is assigned the respon­ 
sibility of planning tbe robberies. During the 
war they belonged to Quantrell's command, 
and since its close they have done nothing but 
rob, making bauks aBd railroad trains a 
specialty. They and their relatives live in 
Ray county, but the boys have spent tbe 
greater portion of the last few years in Lafay­ 
ette county. They are about 32 .years old, 
light-haired and slim built. Litile is known 
of the three Y’oungers except that they reside 
near Johnson City, St. Clair county. Two of 
them served with the Jameses under tbe com­ 
mand of Quantreli, during the war, so that 
they, too, received a thorough education in 
guerrilla tactics. They have been noted des­ 
peradoes since they were bigeuough to handle 
a gun, and, like the balance of their associ­ 
ates, are crack shots with either rifle or pis­ 
tol. Among the stories told of them is one to 
ihe efiecl that a fencc-rall was torn down and 
planted, end up, aud one of the Youngers, 
while riding away from it at full speed, dis­ 
charged six shots from bis derringer over his 
shoulder, every one of which struck tho mark. 
Dismounting, he recharged his pistol, ana 
borrowing his brothers, took one in each 
hand. Two apples were thrown in the air nt 
the same time, and before they fell to the 
ground each one of them was split in two by 
a separate shot from each revolver. The 
prospect of the speedy capture of this gang of 
outlaws appears to bo slender. The country 
is hilly, affording any number of secure hid­ 
ing-places, and, having lived there all their 
lives, they are of course thoroughly familiar 
with it, while a <jood many of the inhabitants 
are either friendly to them or overawed by 
them.

And some in city journals war; 
And some as politicians bicker ;

Aud some the choicest breeds of cattle ;

A Sad Case.

Mr. Bulson lias preserved the remains 
in an excellent manner, and of course is anx­ 
ious soon for some disposition to be made of 
them. We think if his friends can do uothiug 
some of our horsemen should take the m atter 
in hand and see that the deceased is given a 
decent burial, if nothing more.— ro'keepsie 
Eagle.

For the information of the Bar we republish 
the Rule adopted by Judge Ingalls at the last 
term of the Circuit Court iu this county; 
“ Ordered that hereafter at each circuit to 
be held in Ulster county, a calendar of short 
causes be made by the clerk, under the direc­ 
tion of the presiding judge, upon the call of 
the general calendar, such short causes to -be 
tried on the first Friday of the Circuit, and 
upon such other day as such justice shall des­ 
ignate. Either party, in any cause triable at 
any Circuit, shall be at liberty in the notice of 
trial to state that such cause will i»e moved as 
a short cause, and thereupon the presiding 
justice shall lie at liberty upon the call of the 
calendar to determine whether or not such 
cause shall be tried as a short cause. A cause 
shall lie regarded a short cause which does 
not require more Ilian one hour to try.” 


Hoy Drowned, 
About half-past five o’clock Friday afternoon 
the body of James Brennan, son of Owen Bren­ 
nan, who lives on Union street, near Post, 
was found drowned in a cistern on his father’s 
premises. The body was drawn up and Drs. 
G. C. Smith and George Bastea summoned 
and every eflort made to resuscitate the drown­ 
ed lad, but in vain. 
The boy was about 
four years old, and as he had been missed 
but a short time it is surmised that he fell into 
the cistern yybile playing around it aud was 
unable to get out.

This is considered one of the 
most serious accidents which can befall a 
foundry or a blast furnace, as it ¡3 with the 
greatest difficulty ttiat the cold metal can be 
removed from the cupola. It stops work, and 
often requires the tearing away of the furnace 
before the evil can be remedied. Men were 
engaged all last night in clearing the cupola, 
and no more time wifi be lost than can possi­ 
bly bo avoided.—Albany Express. 


TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 
Friday’s S essio n . 
A large number of the members of the In­ 
stitute started for their homes, Friday morn­ 
ing, and this combined with heavy rain made 
the attendance somewhat light. 
After singing and prayer Prof. Wilson pro­ 
posed the session be taken up iu the discus­ 
sion of geueral topics. 
He further said he 
would like to become better acquainted with 
the teachers; that there seemed a lack of 
warmth on the part of the male teachers, and 
he had found the ladie3 much more friendly, 
and more willing to receive instruction. He 
further sa^l he had conversed with many la­ 
dies who attended the Institute and found- 
them remarkably \vell informed on general 
topics. 
An exercise in grammar was then given, 
after which came the report of letters written 
on Thursday. Ouly one or two of these letters 
were thought worth preserving as models. In 
fact there were some letters written by grad­ 
uates of our higher schools that could hardly 
be equaled in imperfections. 
A discussion was had as to the proper man­ 
ner 
commencing a letter. 
Miss Lines in­ 
quired how a person should write to a mere ac­ 
quaintance, as Henry, Dear Ileory, Sir, or 
Dear Sir. It was decided to leave it entirely 
to tho state of feeling on the part of the 
writer. 
Mr. Kingsley was then introduced and gave 
an address on the successor teachers. It was 
an excellent address, and the remark that “ the 
teacher should always put biui3elf in the 
scholar’s place,” was received with applause. 
Rev. Mr. Ostrander was then introduced 
and made a few remarks. He said ministers 
should always be ready to preach and to die, 
and a preacher once added, should always be 
capable of eating a good dinner. The speaker 
then gave some very good advice. 
A vote of thanks was next given to those 
who had oflered the use of the church for the 
Institute, and to Prof. Wilson for bis efficient 
services daring its session. 
Mr. Nilligan then introduced Mr. DeWitt, 
who read au original poem. We understand 
this poem was created during the small hours 
of the night before for tho sole purpose of be­ 
ing deliveted for the benefit of the Institute. 
Mr. DeWitt first said lie thought it was highly 
improper to have called him Professor, and 
then read his poem. 
After the readiug of this poem the Institute 
very properly adjourned sine die. 
The Institute uas closed a very interesting 
and successful scssiou. Prof. Wilson, though 
not thought to be a successful conductor dur­ 
ing the first few days of the Institute, before 
its close was better appreciated, as lie should 
have been, for lie is a terse speaker and a man 
of excellent sense.
